A IIOUKID W KETCH. 
Eight ITIurdcrs by One Itlnii. 

Austin, Tex., Aug. '2G. — A horrible 

series of murders were committed at 
.Johnson Oity, Blanco county, an in- 
terior town, on Monday. Tho daugh- 
ter of Al Lockie, an, old resident, was 
recenvly discovered to be in a delicate 
condition, and it is alleged that Lock- 
ie's relatives attributed to him the 
crime of seducing her. Tho matter 
[?reyed upon his mind, and Monday he 
left home, intending, a.s he averred, to 
go to John Green's place to borrow a 
sum of money. Green and his familv 
were istway. ftp CAteiredubg bouse a{!d 
took^ ftreen's'^Winbhtsie'r andWtuiTieS 
to tlie residence of his brother. Berry 
Lockie. Ho then shot and killed Bei ry 
and his (Berry's) wife. A neighbor 
named John Nicholson rode up just 
then. He forced Nicholson to go with 
him to Mr. Stokes. He tbeii shot and 
killed Mr. Stokes. There Nichol.son 
was lost sight of, rfis horse was tifd 
there when found, and it is supposed 
ho was also killed. From there Lockie 
went to his own liouse, and shot and 
cut the throat of iMrs. Ilonry Lockio 
of Leano county, wife of his step son, 
who was on a visit to hiin. lis also 
shot and killed there M^. iStokes, wife 
of the Stokes he had killed just pre- 
vious to tho kilung of Mr.s. Henry 
Lockie. Then lie killed his daughter. 
Ho then attomiited to kill his wife, but, 
his cartridges being exhausted, he 
could not lire another shot, and she es- 
caped. Having failed to catch and kill 
his wife,, ho cut his own throat, mount- 
ed his horse and started in tho direc- 
tion of Johnson- Oity. After riding a 
few yards he met Mrs. Brunswick, 
whom he attacked, and into whom ho 
plunged a knife, inflicting fatal wounds, 
The murderer then rode toward John- 
son City, but was arrested within two 
miles of it. He was still alive at last 
accounts. By these murders about 20 
children were left orphans.

TBB WATER SUPPLY — JUJ)a 
- MJBNT OF MR JUSTICE QUA Y. 

Mr. Justice Gray'a decision on tlio 
water 'supply question will bo found in 
exlenso in another column. It is rather 
lengthy, buli will repay perusal, being a 
matcor that immediatoly rests and 
concerns all ratopayera. Tho caaji is very 
fully and clearly presented by tho loariiod 
judge, and copiuii^ uuthonties are ad- 
duced in support of tho judgment. His 
lordship is very decided on the illegality 
of supplying w;.ior to parties residing or 
carrying on buainosa without the city 
limits whili; the supply within tho limits 
is inadequat . ; but iia tho council liavo 
already given notice of intention to shut 
off the water to ouisido parties the in- 
junction is grantei! in their case. But 
the use of water for streot-sprinklinj; 
purposPB ia directed to coaso t'^j'|^hvvich. 
It waa coii'putcd by Mr. Ruai al in liis 
evidence that 'ia.OOO gallons of water 
were sprinkled daily on tho stieotfi, and 
the. failure of a supply to tho higher levels 
waa mainly attributed to that cause. 
Now, we have always believed that the 
cause of the short supply must be looked 
for elsewhere, viz., to the inaina which, 
without a distributing reservoir, are far 
too small to meet tlie deuiaiid. Ja it not 
a facii that hundroda of tuns of water flow 
to waste daily at the dam, while the 
mains are taxed to their utmost capacity { 
The supply at the fountain-head is ample. 
It is the means for conveying and distrib- 
uting that are inadequate. If tho scheme 
for a high-level reaervoir, which tiie 
present council laid before tho ratepayers 
last spring, bad been occepted, there 
would nave been water, and to spare for 
all consumers inside and outside the city. 
As matters stand the stoppage uf the 
sprinkling supply will not make an ap- 
preoiablo difl'eronce, and tho shortage will 
continue until a high level reservoir and 
a more intelligent system for distribution 
shall have been arranged. 



All Alia<>;K:i Party. 

Senator John P. Jones, of Gold Hill, 
Oal., Mm. Jones, Misa Mystic Jones, 
Boy Jones and Miss Bessie Graham, a 
pleasure party bound for Alaska, arrived 
on the Geo. W. Elder yesterday, and are 
registered at tho Driurd. 

Senator Jones started from Ohio in 
1849, Isnving Olevelaiid in one of tho lake 
steamera and than through the Welland 

• canal, lake Ontario, the St. Lawrence 
river to the sea and around the Horn to 
tho Golden State. The senator, ainco his 
arrival in Oalifornia, has been deeply in- 
terested in the mining of that state luid 
also of Nevada, and was one of tho Crat 
who attained great wealth from that in- 
dustry. For thirty-sis years he has been 
busily engaged in tho work, and for tho 

" first time is on a pleasure trip. While 
this is the case, he is iutereatod tinaiioiully 
in the extensive quartz niwies on Douglas 
Island, Alaska, and will pay a viait to 
them. Tho aenator thinks if tho ledge ia 
as large and rich as reported, it is the 
greate^ in extent iu the world, and tho 
120'Btamp mill now in operation will make 
little impression on it in the next fifty 
years, while every ton will more than pay 
the cost of milling. 

The state of Ohio has furnished many 
sturdy men to tho Union, and Senator 
Jones is one of them. Considering tho 
toil he has incesHanlly been a'lbjiicted to, 
he is remarkably well preserved and very 
courteous in his deportment. Speaking 
of the ChiiiBst), he said that the time 
would soon como hero when (like they in 
Oalifornia) the inhabitants would Qndtliat 
instead of progressive civilized country 
t!iey had a Chinese colony, where there 
were a very few wealthy men, and a great 
number of serfs, witii whom white men 
would not and could not compete. 

Tho senator is delighted with his first 
trip so far in tho northern waters of tho 
Pacific, and anticipates great pleasure 
from the Alaska trip, The party will 
leave on the Idaho.

OsuKOse, Wis,, Sept. 2. — A horrible 
drowning accident ocourred at St. Paul 
railroad bridge this morning. The draw 
being open, eleven persons, nine girls and 
two men, nearly all employa'a in the Dia- 
raoi.'d match works, attempted to cross 
the open channel in a boat. They were 
caught in the swells uf a tug which Imd 
just previously passed through, and the 
boat upset and six were drowned. 

New YoiiK, Sept. 2. — The condition of 
ex-Senator Gwin of Oalifornia is reported 
unchanged.

Kansas City, Mo., Sept. 2. — A bold 
train robbery occurred on the Chicago 
and Alton railroad to-night, but owing to 
the sudden fright of the robbers but little 
booty waa aecurod. As tho west-bound 
train waa on the way to this city it loft 
Ulue Springs, twenty miles from here, at 
about nine o'clock to-night. Four masked 
men boarded the day car. Three of them 
climed upon the forward platform anct 
tho fourth got on at the rear, A man 
mounted guard at each end of tho car, 
while tho other two enterud and with 
drawn revolvers commanded tho passen- 
gers to give up their money. A number 
of them handed out a small amount of 
change. One man in his excitement 
passed out his purse, containing 832, The 
robbers took whatever v/as offered with- 
out searching tho passengers and made no 
attempt to rob them of jewelry. When 
the pair had readied the middle of tho 
car they boeamo suddenly alarmed, and 
pulling the boll rope four times the rob- 
bers sprang off when the train slackened 
speed and disiippoared in the darkness. 

St. Louim, Sept. 2. — At the little town 
of Kirkwood, twelve miles wot of here, 
an amorous black.sniith, aged fifty, named 
Bauchel, boing coldly treated by a lady, 
shot her in ihe leg with a carbine and 
then paraded tho streets defying arrest. 
Tho sheriff called on him to give himself 
up, but was tired on, and returning tho 
fire killed Iriauchul. The lady is not 
dangerously wounded.

EooKNU City, Aug. 31. — Word has just 
reached hero that Daniel Ohnroh, brother 
of Hon. .loliii C. Church, of this city, waa 
to-day foiui'l dead in Mohawk valley, ton 
miles from hero. It .seeina that a young 
man named Yarnell was pa.tsing iMr. 
Church's house when he saw a man lying 
on his face in front of tho house. Going 
near be saw that Ohuroh had been shot, 
and without diaturbing the body immedi- 
ately wont for neighbors. Having found 
one, both rcipairod to where tho body laid. 
They found that a bullet had entered 
probably at the back, but they did not 
turn the body to examine farther. A rifle 
was found about thirty feet from the body. 
Mr. Church a few months ago married 
Mrs. .Ta.sper Evans, at whose house the 
body was found.

HOW THE CHINESE GO IN THE 
WESTERN STATES. 

Four Iluudrctl ICIIlcd, Wound- 
ed and Cliased troin a 
niiiiiiigr Town. 

The Chinese <lunrtci- Then 
Burned to the Ground. 



(Excluaivo to The Colonlat) 

CuuYENNK, Wyo., Sept. 2.— The Lead- 
er has the following special from Rock 
Springs, Wyo.: The largest coal mines 
in tho Union Pacific system are at Rock 
Spri;![;a, 250 miles west of Olioyonno. Tho 
company recently imported a largo num- 
ber of Chinamen to tuko thu places of 
white men. This afternoon tho entiro 
force of white miners, about 150 strong, 
organized and armed with shotguns, 
marched to ^''hinatown. After fuing a 
volley into tho air thoy reloaded and 
ordered the Chinaman to leave. Tho 
order was obeyed at once, tho Chinamen 
doeing to the hills like a drove of sheep, 
closely followed by the minors who tired 
several volleys at the fugitives with fatal 
ctfecU. The Chinese quarters were then 
set on fire, and 39 houses owned by the 
company wore destroyed, with eoutonts. 
Tho miners next viated the various mines 
in camp and unearthed all tho Chinamoii 
at work there and bid them to floe for 
their lives. Of 400 Chinamen here this 
morning not one remains. All are in tho 
adjacent hills, heading for Green River, 
IC miles west. Seven were killed out- 
right by tho shots fired by tho minors. 
I\lany mora were wounded. It is said 
aevornl feeble and hulple.-is from disoase 
porialiod in the flainos. Sheriil Young 
arrived from Oreen River on a upocial 
train thia evening with a posse of deputies 
but too lato to prevent tho mob from car- 
rying out their plans. The miners quietly 
dispersed after making sure of the depar- 
ture of the Oelestials, and all is quiet

Auou.sT .3l3t 1885. 

In the matter of Alexander McLean, 
Joseph Hugh McLaughlin, Eli Dawson, 
senr., and Frederick Wm. Foster, on be- 
half of themselves and of other real estate 
owners in lha city of Victoria, plaintifTa; 
and tha Corporation of tho City of Vic- 
toria and Thomas Russell, tho water com- 
missioner, defendants, and of the Oorpora- 
tion of Victoria Water Works Act, 1873, 
and the amending acta. 

Thia is an application to restrain tho 
dofoiidants from using any of tho wutor 
obtained under the authority of "The 
Corporation of Victoria Water Works Act, 
1873," and "tho amending acta," for the 
purpose of sprinkling tho streets of Vic- 
toria, and also from supplying such water 
(except for provincial government pur- 
poses) to persons or manufactories without 
the limits of tho city of Viotoria, until 
tho householders of the said city shall 
have first been furnishod with au adequate 
supply of tho said water. 

Without going into details, a summary 
of the affidavits read on the motion dis- 
closes that tho applicants are severftlly 
roal estate owners — taxpayers, house- 
holders, and occupiers of lots within tho 
city, situated on James Bay, and on the 
liigher levels of the city at tho ken.u of 
Fori street and in its vicinity. That tho 
supply of water to them severally is en- 
tirely insuBScient for household purpysed, 
is most irregular, and in some iuatancos, 
none at all; and that on comidainla nindt' 
by llto said parties to tho ccir[)oration and 
tho water coniinissionor, they received for 
answer that tho aup|>ly was insutUcienl; 
that they had also learnt that the water 
was supplied to manuiaoturers outside the 
city, and was wasted within tho city in 
aprinklmg aome of the streets; and they 
had further been informed that a supply 
for their purposes could not bo oxpov.tHd, 
so long as this practice and waato were 
permitted. 

Tho question is of importance as bear- 
ing upon tho rights of the owners of real 
estate, taxpayura and citizens of Viotoria, 
as also upon the duties of the corporutioii 
and tlio water commissioner under tho 
acts referred to. 

The attorney-genorc.! appears for the 
petitioners, and iSr. Stuart Yates" fosr the 
corporation and water oummisaioner. The 
motion h«s been very fairly made, and 
with an apparent desire of the counsel on 
both sides to obtain a judicial construc- 
tion of tho ""acts rather than to make 
technical objections. 

As a preliminary point, however, Jlr. 
Y'atoa contends that the application ahould 
have been made by and in the name of 
the attorney-general, citing Dillon on in- 
junctions, sect. 910. Unquestionably 
under certain circumataiicea that position 
is correct, but aa bearing on the particular 
question now before us, the true principle 
by which applications of this nature 
must be governed is more definitely stat- 
ed by tlio Bamo author further on. In 
sect. 020, after mentioning that it had 
boon several times decided in Now York 
that resident citizens or taxpayers of a 
municipal corporation cannot .is such 
.merely, maintain a suit to i entrain or 
avoid corporate acta alleged to bo illegal, 
he proceeds to observe, "Tlie principle 
iipplioable to public nuisances is there 
adopted, such illegal acts are conaidured 
to allecc the whole public, and tho public 
by Its authorized public ollicora must in- 
stitute the proceeding to proscculo or re- 
dress the illegal act, unless a private per- 
son is threatened with or suffers some 
peculiar damage to his individual interest; 
that ia aomo damage distinct from that of 
every other inhabitant, in which caHO he 
may maintain his bill for injunction or 
for relief in his own name, i'rieatt jter- 
sons inuy thus jjtotect their oirn interests;" 
and later (>n, at sect. 022 says "upon a 
survey of decisions in Great Britain and 
the United States, while thoy diacovor 
aome diversity of opinion, it seoins, in 
visw of tho nature of municipal powers, 
the danger of abuse, tho necessity fur 
prompt remedy on tho part uf thoiiu moat 
intorostod in the proper adininiatration of 
municipal aSfuirs, to wit, the taxable iu- 
hAbitants, that the following oonduaiona 
rust upon sound reason, and have also the 
support of the proponderanco of judiclsvl 
authority. 

1. Tho proper parties may resort to 
equity and equity wdl entertain jurisdic- 
tion of their suit against municipal cor- 
porations and their oflicers, when those 
are acting tdtra vires, or assuming or ex- 
orcising a power over tho property of the 
citizen or over corporate property or 
funds, wliich the law does nut confer 
upon them, and when such illegal acts 
affect injuriDUsIy the property owners or 
tho taxable inhabitants. 

2ndly. That tho proper public ofiicor 
may, in proper cases, in his own luiiue 
and on behalf of others, rosidentii and 
voters of tho municipality, exercise the 
authority of taking proceedings to pre- 
vent this misuse of corporate powt^ra, or 
to Bot aside or correct illegal corporate 
acts. 

3rdly. That tho existence of such % 
power in tho state or its proper publij 
l-nv ollicor, ia not ir.consi.'itorit witli the 
right of any tiMc^iblo inhabitant to brin^ a 
bill to prevent tho corporate aut!i.>ritiea 
from transcending their lawful povvora, 
when its effect will be to impose upon 
him an unlawful tax, or to increase his 
burden uf taxation. Much nmre cluarly 
may this bo done when tho right uf the I 
public ofBcer of the state to interfere is 
not admitted, or does not exist, and in | 
such case) it would soem, that a bill might 
properly be brought in tho name of one ! 
or more of the taxable inhabitants for j 
thomaelves and all others similarly ailuat- I 
od, and that the court should then roHcird , 
it in the nature of a public prcjceodmg to | 
test the validity uf the corporate acts 
sought to be impeached, and deal with 
and control it accordingly, " 

The gravamen uf the complaint in tho ! 
present instance is the private injury, tho j 
unequal distribution of tho water among 
those who are taxed to pay for it, and the 
poraonal wrong and injury thereby in- 
docted aevornlly on tho complainants 
themselves. It ia well these principles 
should bo understood, because municipal 
corporations are mucli loss apt to disre- 
gard their dtuiea, and tho taxed citizen 
■much less apt to sutler, when it is known 
on both sides that the injured party may 
on his own behalf apply to the courts for 
redroaa, without waiting for aome public 
functionary to move in the tnattor. 

Tho applicants having a right to move 
tho court on their own behalf, it becomes 
necessary to examine tho law, on tho 
alleged violation of which by the defen- 
dants, tho wrong has been austaioed and 
the complaint is based. 

The Victoria Water Works Act, 1873 
(Con. Stat. 0. 172 ) After providing for 
tho appointmeint of a commission and hia 
auccoBBors by tho municipal council of 
Victoria — enacts by the -Ithaeation — That 
it shall bo his duty tq examine, consider 
and decide upon all matters relative to 
Bupplyiiig tlio said city of Victoria the 



means contemplated by tho act with a 
auBioiotit quantity of pure and wholesome 
water for the use <>f ita mhalyUanU. 

Thus the primary object of the act Is 
for tho boncifit proper uf the inhabitants 
of the city. The power that is subse- 
quently given to extend the benefit to 
those outaide tho city must bo exercised 
ill subordination to tho muiis object. If 
it wore really essential to sa clear a 
proposition, it may also be obsorvod, that 
in the 4th eectioit, which regulatea tho 
duty of the cominiasioner as to supplying 
*tho city of A'^ictoria with a aulliciunt quan- 
tity of puro and wlioloaomo water for the 
uso of its inhabitants, tho act says it 
shall bo Ilia duty — which unt^er the local 
statutory Tntorpretation Act(/)f the pro- 
vince — ia imperative. Whereas in the 
27th section, whicli has reference to sup- 
plying partie.i not resident in Victoria, 
after ^'ivill<,' tho libaohito power, it uses 
the v.- r.l ''iiiiiy," which by tho eamo in- 
terpretation act renders the exorcise of 
tho power |)erniia.siblo, not imperative. 
But this verbal dilTuruiice really becomes 
almost unlmportaut, in view of the aub- 
8c<iuoiil legislation on the subjects. A 
very sunini:t.ry reference to that act and 
tho t;ub,(;:,|U"iit legislation clearly estab- 
lishes thia view. 

Tho lir:it act of 187;^ provides that the 
expenses (.f construction and niaiiiteii- 
anco of thu works shall bo borne by and 
ho chargeable entirely on the city. Not 
only so, but by soc. (i, tho appropriation 
of liiiida, iiiaieriiils or water privileges 
outside of the i;ity-;ta'.;'->ii fci- auch con- 
struction or main tonaiicu — ia to be paid 
for aud cumpensuted t,< the several owners 
thereof by the city; but in no portion of 
the hc aru such outside owners in any 
way iii^id^- ioaiionaible '-.ir tho cxpeiiae uf 
c'oiiB'nu uion, or iiuiinteiiiuice, or coil 
tribiitory therotii. 

By .si'tJ, l:), the commissioner ivilhiii 
tho luails of llio city of Victoria, to tlx 
the rate whiuh every owner or occupant 
of any honse, tenement or lot through or 
]iast wlii'.'li the wati^r oipes shall run, is to 
pay (wlio'lior lui nau iho water or not), 
such ii'iiti'i ;-i('r 1:1 ii,: a ■'I'fn upon such real 
tistafi- Tiii.-i iiiinicular r.ito to bo in ad- 
dition to (11- iiTi .spoctivo of tho rate there- 
i iiafv r ri-l'-.-rred to, and each vacant lot 
f r,)i. ' iiig nil ;in y itroot wliaro the water 
pipi-i ar.i laid, pVM\-i(led the pipes run past 
Lliu laiJ b)t, in tn Ut.i rated and ta.xed 
as .-ifiii'i'said. 

The 27 til at'cli.in, as btfore-menlionod, 
auihurizee the commissioner, subject to 
tho approval of the corporation, to supply 
,any corporatijn, person or pcntons with 
water, although not being resident within 
tho city nf Victoria, and also from time 
to time to make an agreement for the 
supply of water to any railway or manu- 
factory. 

rSy the 2.Sth section, the corporation 
has jiower for tho purpose of paying costs 
of coiistniction, sinking fund, interest on 
debentures and expenses, cr for the pur- 
p( seof mooting the payment of any other 
matter or thinga contumpbited by the act, 
to issue debentures fur flOOiOlOO, and for 
ijaynieut thereof with the other ohargoa 
before-mentioned annually to order a rate 
on all re.i'; estate and improvements 
thereon, such debentures to bo binding 
on tlio corporatioi) '.i Victoria, notwith- 
standing Liiu prniMHiuna of aeveral munici- 
pality .i-j'n and ordin-iucsa in that bolialf 
may not hiivo boon complied with. 

By the 3l'd aoction, all the water works 
and all the land actjuirud therefor, and 
every mattor and thing ihorewith con- 
nected, and all thu rovunuc of tho cor- 
poration aro .siiucially pledged and inort- 
gaged fur tho repayirioiit of any sum or 
atnii.-i which may be borrowed by tho cor- 
poration fur tlio purpnae.i of tho act, as 
well At for the duo and punctual payment 
of the interest thereon, 

By tho Water Works Debenture Guar- 
luitcd Act, 1S74, hy which tho govern- 
rxiont of Bfilish Uolumbia guarantees the 
payintuit of tho doboiitiiroa above -u&raed 
to tho extent uf the said §100,000, "the 
assessable property of tho municipality ia 
made responsible to the government for 
any sura the government may have to pay 
or advance on theso debentures, with 
poirer ()/■ inimcdinte recovery, by warrant, 
III tho nature of an execution placed in 
the shoritl'a hands. 

By an act passed in 1875, entitled, "An 
Act to amend thu corporalion of Victoria. 
Water Works Act, 1873," another guar- 
aDti!<e ia given by tlia government of 
Briti.ih Columbia, for dobonturos for » 
further sum of SoO.OOO, with similar se- 
curity by ivay of moro[;ages and like 
powers of eiifuicing pa3'inui;t by warrant 
111 the nature of an execution on tho aa- 
sesaable property of the municipality. 

Aa the city corporation has no power of 
iiaaesament beyond ita corporate limits — 
and as for the purposes of these water 
works — it not only has power to assess 
within its Cdrporatu limits (the water 
ralua operating aa a lien and charge upon 
the real estate), but the government itaelf 
under the Guarantee Acts may in caae of 
tho omission to pay tho debentures and 
intoroat tiiureiiii stop in and force pay- 
iiuMit by levy on tho nasessable property 
uf tho ninnicipality. It is plain, that 
pniclicidly, the jiroporty of every real 
ealato owner in the city, and of every 
citizen, is liable to eiintribution, and 
iiiortgauQ lu the extent of tao unredeemed 
duhuiituioB, while ulao Halile to tho further 
annual rate fui- uiaiiitcnanco, which is 
.separately made a lien and charge upon 
tho city lots, n hether oecapied or vacant. 

Thisis nol so with reforenco to a single 
person or inanufacturor using the water 
outside of the city liui: '.a. In all equity, 
thoreforo, in ;i!l justice, tho citizens and 
inhabitants uf the city have a prior right 
to tlio benelit of (he w.irks, and advant- 
ages resultini^ frf.iii tho debt, primarily 
incurred for tiieir bi,5iietit and secured by 
uiorl gage on their properly. And if su'''' 
delicioiicy of wator is shown as not to ad- 
mit ol II 'jixiyo: supply to those outside 
and those within thu city limits at the 
nAint- lime, tlmso mitsido must give way. 
Liul t,linsG out.sido huvo under tho act a 
perinissiblu right, on arrangomeut with 
tho corporation, to the enjoyment and use 
of the crater supply for domestic and 
manufacturing purposes, they ought not 
to ba de,)rived uf that right so long as 
there any is other remediable cause than 
their usoa which creates the deficiency. 

It therofuro hocoinoa tho duty of the 
court to aay under the evidence what, ia 
the cause of the deficiency which has in- 
flicted upon the pUintifla the wrong and 
injury of which thoy complain. 

I n tho application as nuw amended two 
causes aro ii-ssigtied — 

1. The ciiiiaumption by parties outaide 
the city limits. 

2. The waste within tho city limits by 
the daily conaumption of 25,000 gallons 
in sprinkling tho streets of a very small 
portion uf thu city, to tho direct injury of 
thoso who iiro livi,ng in other parts of tho 
city by depriving them of their fair pro- 
portion of water for domestic ana house- 
hold purposes. 

Tho result must turn upon the evidence 
of i\lr. Thonms llussell, the wator coin- 
iiiisaiuner under the act, who haa been 
made one uf the defendants in the cauae, 
and whom on all occasions connectec' .<ith 
the discharge cf liia public and official 
duties tho court has found a moat compe- 
tent, atraightforward and truth-telling 



officer. Hia Bvidenoe ia givea in full, as 
of groat importance lo tho public. "Mr.

The only 
means by which the higher levels can 
have the snine supply as the lower levels 
is by means of a hiuh service reservoir; 
until that is carried out the iMily inodu is 
to provout waste by etringent rules. The 
aprinkling of the streets as before men- 
tioned is the main cause of the present 
deficiency. 

The perusal of titia examination of Mr. 
Russell, and the tables delivered by him 
to the court at the same timo, b- ivo it 
perfectly clear that tho main cauae of the 
dolicionoy complained of ia not tho con- 
sumption of those nulHide of the city 
limits. Substantially tho imiin causa ha% 
been the daily consumption of Lirgu ipian- 
titiec of wiiter by the corporation for iho 
benefit of n very small portion of the city, 
at the exponno of and to tV.^ direct in j ury 
of a large and numerous class uf house- 
holdorn, owners of property, and tax- 
payers outaide of the favored area. 

When the burden of taxation ia borne 



by the citizens in every portion of the 
city, and tho property of each absolutely 
niortgaged to pay tho dobt and expenses 
rncurred by the municipality for tho water 
works (for *,ho powers vested in tho gov- 
urnmBiit and corporation to impose rates 
and realize ab already defined, operates 
oven more strhigautly than a mortgage), 
each and every citizen ia uaquestiunably 
untitled to his fair proportion of the 
benefit. 

If there wore aufficient water foi thcuther 
parts of tho city to admit of this u.\cop- 
tiunal conauniption by aprinkling^ no 
reasonable peraon could or would object; 
on the contrary all would prefer to sou 
the area extended. It is a luxury, con- 
ducive to health and cleanliiiesa; but water 
for houaeheld and dumo.'itiu purnoaos is 
an abtiuluto necessity, and the corpuration 
is not justified in dupriviiig largo nuiiibors 
of citizens in cerlain parts of the city of a 
nocos.sity for which thoy do pay, in order 
in some other part to confer a luxury on 
others for which they do not pay. 

It cannot be too strongly iinprcsaBd 
tliat the corporation are but trustees of 
all fraiiehiaea and powers with which the 
law clothes them, and that the citizens 
who aro taxed aro at large tho cost in que 
trusts for whom those franchises aud pow- 
ers are lo be exercised, and the law which 
creates thoso franchises and powers must 
bo carried out strictly. 

As the duty of tho corporation under 
these water works acts ia to supply, anil 
the duty of tliQ citixon to pay, the refusal 
of the lotter to pay for what he does not 
got may affect the fund for payini; off the 
debentures, increase the risk and deprusa 
the value of the security, force thf gov- 
eruinont to intervene, and by its summary 
p(m er.-i aacrillco the naseBsable property of 
thi; municipality. 

It ia idle to say this will not liaiipiMi. It 
is possible; it might become probable. A 
municipal coi'poration with power dole- 
gated for a particular purpose must act 
within the limits and objects of the statute 
r jnferrinii tho po wei", and can bo unforced 
and compuUod to obey the law as inucli 
■M'l any subject of tho realm. Each indi- 
vidual citizen who is wronged, injured or 
dopri -ud of hia fair share of tho boiiefit 
resulting from the taxtion of which he 
under the law pays his part ia entitled to 
move for redress, and tho courts inuat 
hear him. 

1 have gone inoro fully into thia nutter 
than perhftpa tho imiiiediiitc caai; iloiuanila, 
but aa similar questions might arise under 
tiie laws regulating taxation for lights, 
street improvements, sidewalks, etc., it ia 
well to know the principles which will 
govern. 

There can bo no doubt what judgment 
it ia the duty of the court i. - liie present 
case to pronounce. The sprinkling of the 
streets must bo alopped uncil it ia aeon 
whether the alleged deficiency of water 
sup|)ly will thereby bo remedied. I see 
no aulhciont reaaun at present for inter- 
fering with thoso persons or manufactories 
outaidd tho city receiving wator ot the 
time of thia application, With rufcrence 
to them the application may atand over, 
or be reserved, after che result c( tho re- 
straint as to the sprinkling be shown to 
tho court. 

As Mr. iMcLeaii and the parties acting 
with him aro proved to have good cause 
for the steps they have taken, both on 
thoit own account and in the intere-its of 
a large number of tax-naying citizens 
similarly situated, and to have acted from 
no personal or malicious motive, they are 
fully entitled to be relieved from all ox- 
peiiaes incidontto this application. The 
order, threfore, will bo for an injunction 
restraining tho corporation and their ser- 
vants, and tho defendant the water com- 
missioner, from using the water obtained 
under the water works aot in sprinkling 
the streets until the further order of this 
court, and tliat thoy do pay the coats of 
this an|)licatioii. 

Ordered accordingly.

At the battle of Clierubiisco In the val- 
ley of Jle.vico, oue of those tseriea of bat- 
tles which took place before th«j capitul 
was captured, occurred ouo ol the most 
Imprsas!v» "ots of the entire war. I 
mean ais to Its effect upoa the men of 
the army, _ It was one of tboso events 
which carried instant conviction to tho 
miJids of tlia soUliers tbnt dianipliuo and 
allegiaoca to the ting wuru of puramouut 
importanca After a desperate strugylo 
the works, jvere carried, and among the 
<»ptured were found a number of desert- 
ers, men who joined Uio Tiraxicoas ' aiid 
Merved the guns agaliist tbeir owa com- 
rades, and thii full force of iihetr -aid to the 
enemy is upparont when it is Ictiowu that 
thoy Were ijeiirly all trained artllltrisls. 
On tho discovery being made intense in- 
dignation prevailed, and nothinij but the 
Btricte»t disci pliuo and prompt obedience 
to orders prevented tke men Iroiu dealing 
out Instant vengeance upon the deserters. 

But a drum-bead court- niartiid decided, 
■With duo formality, their fate, wblcliwas 
to be hanged, Ii^nominously. ia the pres- 
ence of ail the army tbeu at that point as- 
iieml)led. It must be understood that a 
portion of tbe forces were then engaged 
with the cncaxv at Chiipul tepee, that 
almost inaccessible fortress, tmil very 
stronghold of the enemy, holding farther 
advanccj upon the city, and that that most 
desperate eugagemeut was then inulecided. 
Tbe men were drawn up in duu oriier, 
each witli a rope around his neclc — thirty 
deluded victims about to receive merited 
punishiueul for basely (lesortiug tlie Hag 
and turning tbe enemy's guns against 
their owu cyiiiradea. The ollicer in 
charge, upon whom devolved the duty, 
cast a q.uiolc glance iu tho direc- 
tion of Chapultepeo. Suddenly a 
thought seemed to impress bim, and 
he said: "Let them stauil until they shall 
flee the American llag upoa the 
teights of Chapultepea " With breathless 
anxiety they waited. It was a liard- 
fought hattle, the final result being 
doubtful. ' Many braY© men went down 
to rise no more, and many a man carried 
the wounds there received through life to 
his grave. 

The gallant Col. Ransom, of the New 
England regiment, yielded his life; Capt. 
Wayne Keiu, whom I know, and others, 
were wounded, and were among tho first 
to enter the works. 

Suddenly a shout went np that carried 
relief to some, at least, of those ouxious 
Watchers and dismay to tlie hearts of 
those men who stood awaiting their doom.

fore them. The deserters stood aioticuless 
■ as statues awailiut; the doom they could 
not shun. Thej- Lad taken the last look 
of the tlai' tliey had sworn to protect, and 
Were tient " uuannointcd and unauncaled " 
to answer to the " last great roll-call. "
